The Selectmen’s contest this year is between 
joyd C Bender, incumbent, and George W Boylen 
Jr., challenger. 
There are differences of opinion, and there 
are personalities involved, but both men have been 
gentlemen so far. It is to be hoped that this 
will continue, right to the end, and that there will 
be no mud-slinging by either side. If either party 
should try such a tactic, the voter can react ac- 
cordingly, and vote for the other party. 

To describe the differences to a new voter is 
difficult, without getting into personalities, 

Party politics, as such, has no part in the Wil- 
mington town elections, although the two men are of 
different political parties. People of both parties 
are supporting both contestants, Wilmington has 
always tried to keep its municipal elections non- 
partisan. 

Perhaps one way of describing the differences 
is to say that Mr Boylen is conservative in his 
Philosophy, and Mr Bender is liberal, This, it 
should be said, is not wholly accurate. 

But it does point out the differencestoa degree, 

Bender, when he was elected three years ago, 
received over 1700 votes. Boylen has never run 
for public office before. 

At the time that Boylen announced his candidacy 
the Town Crier made a (private) estimate that he 
had 1100 ‘solid’ votes, :

Back in the days of the ‘New 
Deal’ when Franklin Delano Roos- 
evelt was the president of the 
United States, the country had too 
much cotton on hand, 

Someone perhaps jokingly said 
that the streets should be paved 
with cotton, 

Robert D Carter wasat that time 
the Superintendent of Streets of 
Wilmington, A rather dour indivi- 
dual, the sole of rectitude, he heard 
about the idea, and it was proposed 
that Wilmington try it out, ' 
Tholsands of yards of a heavy 
cotton cloth were sent to Wilming- 
ton, The cloth was of the type 
called Deflim. 

Burlington Avenue, for almost 
its entire length, was paved with 
this cloth, It was laid in fresh 
road ofl, over compacted bank 
gravel, and then spread with more 
oil, and rolled firmly into place, 

For about twenty five years there 
was no need of ‘patching’ holes on 
Burlington Avenue. It was like 
the Deancon’s One Horse Shay, 
in that it never wore out. 

Finally, in the latter part of the 
1950's, it was necessary to re- 
move part of the ‘cotton road’ be- 
cause of alterations, new pipe 
lines, etc., and it was shortly re- 
moved altogether, 

Supt. of Streets Jimmy White 
reports thwt removing that Cotton 
Street was not an easy task, He 
had to take up large sections at 
one time, for the cotton still held 
firmly, 

The street is now just a regular 
surfaced roadway, 

The picture of Jimmy White, at 
right, was given to the Town Crier 
by Joseph D Harrington of Loumac 
Road, The picture of the old Town 
Garage is the property of Robert

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Compugraphic Corp. to relocate 
in Wilmington Industrial Park 


The Compugraphic Corp, which 
was formed in 1960, to improve gr- 
aphic arts processes through the 
use of computer and data process- 
ing techniques, will occupy a new 
15,000 square’ foot building in the 
Wilmington Industrial Park, Route 
93 and Concord St, Wilmington. The 
building is being leased from A. J, 
Tambone, Inc, of Reading, Mass., 
builder and developer of industrial 
and commercial properties ineast- 
ern Mass, The announcement was 
made by Harold B Farwell, direct- 
or of industrial and commercial 
development for Tambone, 

‘The new building which is pres- 
ently under construction, will pro- 
vide both office and manufacturing 
Space for the fast-growing Comp- 
ugraphic Corp, and ts expected to 
be ready for occupancy early this 
year. 

Compugraphis’s main activity 
has been the design and manufact~ 
ure of typesetting computers, and 
its remarkable growth in this rel- 
atively new field is attributed to the 
thorough knowledge of the printing 
industry and its processes possess 
ed by its senior staff. In 1961, the 
firm produced the first typesetting 
computer, the Directory Tape Pro- 


cessor, which is presently used to 
produce approximately 75 per cent 
of all telephone work in the United 
States and Canada. 

The DTP was followed in1962 by 
the Linasec 1, and 11 typesetting 
computers with general application 
to the printing industry, In 1966, 
the JusTape, a low-cost computer, 
was marketed and this machine has 
experienced remarkable accept- 
ance with Compugraphic producing 
eight or nine per month, Both the 
Linasec and the JusTape models 
are marketed by Mergenthaler Lin 
otype Co,, which both sellsandser 
vices these and other Compugr- 
aphic products, including access- 
ory equipment for perforated tape 
handling and special code conver- 
sion equipment. 

Compugraphic presently employ. 
70 people in its operation and wit'y 
increase this number as the market 
for its products grows, 

In addition to Compugraphic, 
A, J, Tambone, Inc, is presently 
negotiating with four other major 
firms for construction of facilities 
in the Wilmington Office and Indust 
rial Park, Completion of negotiat- 
ions with these firms could result 
in over $10 million worth of new con 
struction for the town of Wilm- 
ington,
